Opposed  as  we  should  have  been  to 
this  measure,  we  contend,  that  if  shortening  of 
the  service  w  as  the  object,  this  feature  should 
have  been  rcttiineil,  for  we  cannot  help  thinking 
that  this  object  is  not  attained  by  the  iirovi- 
visions  of  the  re.sohitions  as  they  now  stand  to 
be  acted  on.  .Vml  especially,  if  these  provisions 
were  Intended  to  secure  the  more  regular  use 
of  what  is  called  the.Vnte-Communion  Service, 
by  those,  by  whom  that  service  is  now  omitted — 
iiisteiid  of  being  shortened,  the  service  will  he 
lengthene«l,for  it  appears  to  us  ascle;iras  de¬ 
monstration  that  the  Ante-Uommiinion  service, 
in  everv  case,  occupies  more  time  than  would 
1  be  gained  by  the  omissions  which  might  he 
made  in  the  I’saltcr  and  the  I.essons.  We  are 
not  conleiuling  for  the  omission  of  the  Ante- 
Uotntnunion  service,  and  we  think  that  we 
have  spoken  our  mind  siitlirieiitly  on  that  sub¬ 
ject  to  rescue  us  from  anv  charge  of  hostility 
to  that  rich  and  beautiful  service  ;  hut  we  are 
coiitemling,  th.at  if  shortening  of  the  s.Tvice  be 
an  object  intended  by  the  resolutions,  instead 
ofbeiiig  cHecteil  intlieease  ofthose  who  omit 
tlie  Aiite-Coininiinioii,  the  service  is  absolutely 
lengthened.  This  would  not  have  been  tin- 
case,  had  that  feature  ab.mt  the  l.ilaiiy  have 
been  retained,  but  as  that  was  not  retained  vve 
cannot  pereelve  the  extraordinary  benefit  of 
the  rosolnllons  so  far  as  curtallinent  is  concern¬ 
ed,  and  that  is  the  ])olnl  to  w  liich  onr  remarks 
are  confined.  Oiithis  account  vve  said,  and  on 
this  account  vve  still  say  .  that  we  do  not  desire 
these  alterations — that  we  are  satisfied  with 
things  as  they  are,  and  that  we  liave  doubts 
whether  a  majority  of  the  State  Uoiivcntions 
will  approve  them.

Mentioned, from  the  psalms,  would  allow  a  saving 
*f  time  amounting  to  that  expended  in  reading 
50  verses;  and  even  this  would  be  very  seldom 
tor  there  are  many  lessons  which  come  far  short 
of  25  verses.

M  t*  therefore  per¬ 
ceive  much  more  of  rhetorical  flourish,  than  of 
argument,  in  the  remarks  of  our  correspodeiit, 
tliat  this  attem|)t  on  our  part  is  to  “blast  the 
fairest  prospect  which  has  yet  opened  to  the 
church  of  remedy  ing  the  evils  which,  if  they 
should  continue,  will  most  seriously  affect  her 
integrity,  purity,  dignity  and  peace.”  'I’his 
fair  prospect  of  remedy  iiig  the  evils  appears 
to  us  very  much  like  remedying  the  evil  of 
a  ferry  across  a  river,  by  erecting  a  bridge  so 
far  ofl’  and  out  of  his  way  that  the  traveller 
hardly  knows  vvhicli  is  best  to  encounter. 

It  .seems  to  be  taken  for  granted  by  our  cor¬ 
respondent,  that  these  allowed  omissions  will 
secure  the  performance  of  the  ante-commniiion 
where  il  is  now  omitted,  and  that  there  is 
something  like  an  implied  pledge  to  this  pur¬ 
pose.  M'e  distinctly  recollect  to  have  heard  il 
said  by  a  gentleman,  on  the  floor  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  that  such  was  not  the  case,  and  that  who¬ 
ever  w'ent  upon  this  supposition,  was  in  an  error. 
Strange  as  it  may  appear  to  our  correspondent,

Great  feasts  of  the  Jews — a-ppearance  at  Je¬ 
rusalem — manner  in  which  the  Jews  travelled— 


I’oor  men  may  have  good  characters; 
and  a  good  reputation  will  support  a 
mail  in  many  circumstanius  where 
riches  will  avail  nothing.  Rich  men 
mav  he  destitute  ol  a  good  reputation, 
and  their  riches  may  tiecome  a  snare 
and  reproach  lo  them.  When  a  person 
has  acquircil  the  lavourahle  o[)inion  ot 
others  on  account  of  his  integrity,  virtue 
and  piety,  il  will  greatly  promote  his 
own  comlort,  so  tar  as  depends  on  any 
outward  circumstances.  They  are  ready 
lo  coiitrihule  to  his  eujoymeiii  hy  the 
aid  ol  their  experience,  power  and  in- 
lluence.  It  is  also  rather  lo  he  chose»i 
than  riches,  to  promote  the  good  ot 
others.  It  often  proves  more  beneficial 
lo  society  than  great  riches;  tlie  good 
done  hy  the  influence  of  a  good  repnia- 
lion,  isuenerally  more  ladling,  ilsetfecls 
may  he  iraceil  when  the  elFects  of  riches 
are  ohlileraled  and  lorgoileu.  The  lol- 
lowmg  eastern  tale  will  illustrate  the 
fact : 

Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of 
one  of  the  great  kings  of  the  east,  that 
a  certain  man  named  Zambijah,  had 
two  sons,  the  name  of  the  first  born  was 
doclan,  and  the  name  of  the  younger 
was  Jeptha.  And  it  was  so  that  Zam- 
hijih  gave  to  the  first  horn  all  his  sub¬ 
stance,  even  all  his  possessions  and 
riches;  lor  he  said,  my  substance  must 
not  he  divided  and  scattered  among  my 
posterity  ;  for  if  it  should  be  so,  my 
name  will  be  forgotten  among  the 
mighty  men,  and  the  honourable  fami¬ 
lies  of  my  country  and  kindred.  So 
he  charged  him  saying,  keep  what  I 
give  thee,  and  divide  not  the  inheritance 
with  thy  hrtilher,  nor  with  any  of  thy 
kindred  ;  hut  increase  liiou  in  wealth. 
uMid  thou  shall  wax  great  and  obtain  a 
great  name ;  and  increase  thy  power,  j 
even  as  a  prince  among  tiiy  people. 
I’lien  shall  thou  be  happy,  and  have 
great  honour,  and  do  mueh  good  in  the 
eailh  ;  and  all  men  sliall  liless  thee,  and 
come  and  how  down  unto  thee,  and  do 
great  homage  in  thy  presence.  Anil 
the  saying  pleased  .loetan,  and  he  listen¬ 
ed  to  the  words  ol  his  lather  with  great 
ilelighi;  and  he  saitl,  now  shall  i  in- 
ileed  wax  great  and  become  mighty  in 
all  the  earth.  Even  my  great  riches 
sliall  get  me  renown,  aiitl  1  sh.ill  be  the 
happiest  of  all  mortals,  and  1  sliall  do 
great  good  upon  the  earth.  And  rnv 
hrolher  Jeptha  shall  not  be  known, 
neither  shall  his  name  be  heard  of  Imt 
in  his  own  family,  and  hy  his  children, 
whom  none  of  the  noble  of  the  earth 
shall  honour.  Now  it  was  so  that  when 
.leplha  knew  that  he  was  dismheriled 
hy  his  father,  that  he  thought  much  on 
tlie  matter;  and  being  a  very  pnideut 
youth,  he  submitted,  and  w'as  patient, 
and  sought  not  to  be  great  ;  hut  to  he 
good,  and  uselul  as  a  servant  of  his 
brother,  Pven  to  Joctan.  But  it  was 
so  that  his  wise  and  prudent  conduct 
became  more  regarded  hy  every  one 
who  knew  him.  And  was  often  spoken 
of,  and  his  fame  went  far  abroad.  And 
il  was  as  when  one  poureth  forth  oint¬ 
ment  which  hath  an  odour  of  sw  cet  per¬ 
fume.  It  was  so  that  all  men  who  were 
famed  for  wisdom  and  piety,  sought  lo 
know  liim,  for  his  counsels  were  as  the 
words  of  an  angel  ;  even  as  the  words 
of  Solomon,  king  of  Israel.  And  the 
poor  loved  him  and  did  liiin  homage, 
for  he  did  plead  their  cause  against  the 
oppressor,  and  all  that  did  them  wrong: 
for  he  would  not  turn  aside  righteous 
judgment  to  do  favour  to  the  rich  and 
honourable  of  the  earth.  The  wicked, 
even  the  sons  of  oppression  and  wick¬ 
edness,  did  reverence  his  name,  for  they 
saw  that  liis  good  name  had  grown 
high,  even  above  their  reach — so  that 
they  all  cried  out  with  one  voice,  Joctan 
has  riches,  and  Jeptha  has  a  good  name, 
and  is  beloved  of  all  men.  His  name 
is  better  than  great  riches,  and  his  lov¬ 
ing  favour  is  better  than  much  silver 
and  gold.  Thus  did  the  splendour  of 
his  name  outshine  all  the  glory  of  his 
brother ;  even  as  the  light  of  the  moon 
and  the  stars  is  wholly  lost  in  the 
brighter  glory  of  the  son. 


fields  lately,  wdiere,  owing  to  the  long 
drought,  there  was  no  water ;  and,  lor 
accommodation  in  this  respect,  lie  open¬ 
ed  a  communication  into  a  field  on  the 
opposite  side  of  liis  lane,  and  thence 
through  several  fences  down  to  a  per¬ 
manent  stream.

An  old 
horse,  who  had  been  the  companion  of 
the  poor  blind  wanderer,  seeing  his  pre¬ 
dicament,  went  to  him — conducted  him 
gently  down  lo  the  water,  and  back  to 
the  place  where  the  others  were  feeding. 
The  whole  of  the  fiorses  then  moved 
acrtiss  the  lane  into  the  field  from 
wlience  they  came — il  being  the  best 
pasture. 

Wlio  is  not  struck  with  fliis  instance 
of  social  feeling  and  attachment  in  a 
brute  f  And  vvliat  a  reproach  does  it 
cast  on  the  loo  common  conduct  of 
earth’s  proud  lord,  towards  his  fellow- 
man,  under  similar  circumstances.^  Not 
unlVequently  the  companion  of  iiis 
youth — the  friend  who  had  shared  his 
substance  liberally  with  him  in  the  days 
of  his  prosperity — is  left  under  a  change 
of  fortune,  when  “  clouds  and  darkness 
come  upon  him,”  to  grope  his  way, 
«;ilemly  and  alone,  through  sufferings, 
which  there  are  none  to  pity — none  to 
assuage — with  uo  hope  in  life,  no  friend 
but  (loath.
